On May 28, more than 
thirty people gathered at the 
L&L Hall, located at 11114 
Sterling St., for the formation 
of a "new and re vitalized 
Democratic Club of the City 
of Romulus.

"It Is afeo with the basic 
thought ii[ mind that the 
various factions which have 
arisen in jhe past can once 
again sit iown together and 
work in tie best interests of 
Romulus,] stated the club’s 
Acting Prudent. 


It has been almost four 
years since severe and deep 
slits have ensued within the 
Democratic party lines in 
Romulus, with everyone 
apparently going their own 
way. It is to the advantage of 
everyone concerned, 
Republican, Independent and 
Democrat, that in any 
governmental administration 
there must always be a check 
and balance system 
established. 

A check and balance 
system will insure the people 
of any community a voice, a 
common vocal chord, to 


speak out for or against any 
item or action that any 
administration will take. 

‘This has not been done in 
the past, and at the present 
time Romulus has basically 
only a one party system. This 
cannot last long, as had been 
seen in previous 
administrations, because if a 
one party system remains 
intact then the governmental 
instrument will eventually 
turn into an administraiton 
that will have no check on its 
activities," officials added. 

The aims of this group will 


be to inform the members, 
and the people of Romulus, 
of what is occurring in the 
local administraiton, and in 
the presenting of all sides of 
issues that will effect their 
community. It shall further 
reach out to the new 
subdivision people that have 
recently moved into Romulus 
within the last three years 
and have them take a more 
active part in their 
community affairs through 
the efforts of voter 
registraiton, membership 
attendance and in the voicing 
of their opinions and 
thoughts. 


The group has established 
the main thought of not only 
being a vocal entity within 
the community, but also 
being a physical entity as 
well. 

In this sense of a physical 
entity, candidates shall be 
endorsed and supported to 
the best of the group’s ability 
and desire. 

"We shall have the support 
of the precinct delegates 
behind us in speaking out on 
the county and state level. We 
shall bring in all candidates 
from the various sides to be 


heard and questioned on their 
viewpoints and ideas. This 
Democratic group shall give 
to the people of Romulus, 
and to the outlying area, that 
voice and that support that 
the people need and should 
have,” organizing officials 
stated. 

At its first meeting, th 
group nominated and voted 
into office a steering 
committee of three to 
oversee the group’s activity 
until permanent By-Laws are 
written, and permanent 
officers are elected.

Council members had 
approved an earlier action 
requiring persons seeking 


elective office in the city be 
required to post a $50 cash 
bond at time of filing their 
nominating petitions. 

The $50 cash bond would 
assure the removal of political 
signs within 10 days after the 
election. 

Upon failure to do so, the 
DPW wouid do the job and 
charge expenses against the 
bond. 

The ordinance would also 
prohibit the posting of such 
literature on public property 
and right of way. 

Property owners who wish 
to display such signs on their 
own private property would 
not be affected by the new 
ordinance, it was stated.

ROMULUS ~ The City of 
Romulus, a month old June 
7, is seeking an official City 
Seal. 

City Council — approved 
contest, initiated in Romulus 
Community School District 
with the assistance of the 
Board of Education, was 
extended at last Thursday’s 
council meeting to a 
community-wide 
participation. 

Councilman Fred Junior 
Block has been placed in 
charge of the contest of his 


colleagues at the city 
council’s initial meeting May 
26. 

He was instructed then to 
contact school officials on 
student participation designs 
for the official seal. 

Any student from 
Romulus schools can submit 
entries from now until June 
30. 

A $25 savings bond will be 
presented to the winning 
student. Consolation prizes 
will also be awarded. 


Minimum requirements for 
the city seal, as suggested by 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
are: designs displaying either 
an airplane, factory, railroad 
and home, or a combination 
or all of them. 

Judging on student designs 
will be on July 7 school 
board meeting. 

Councilman Block 
reported at the June 2 
council session that the 
contest has resulted in a lot of 
enthusiasm.

ROMULUS — Romulus 
has initiated a demolition 
program to rid the city of 
badly deteriorated and vacant 
dwellings. 

City council last Thursday 
ordered City Building 
Department Manager Joseph 
B. Gallagher to notify owners 
of these “dangerous 
structures" to take steps 
within 30 days to demolish 
the dwellings. 

Upon failure to do so, the 
city will brder the demolition 
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and assessed costs against the 
property owner. 

These costs would be 
assessed as a tax lien if the 
property owner fails to make 
payment to the city within a 
6 0 -d ay period after 
demolition. 

Action on demolition bids 
submitted by demolition 
contractors to the township 
board prior to the May 7 
election had been held up 
pending takf ov»r of city 
government by the newly 
elected city council. 

At last Thursday’s council 
meeting councilmen approved 
the taking of new demolition 
bids. 

Gallagher reported that 
currently there are in 
Romulus more than 20 
dwellings that are 50 to 60 
percent deteriorated and in 
some Instance beyond repair. 

Most of the structures are 
in the Urban Renewal area, 
he stated.

NEW BOSTON -The 
Huron Board of Education* 
learned June 1 that not only 
will there be changes in 
curriculum at the High 
School next fall, but there is 
a change in approach to class 
scheduling. 

Dr. Charles Kromer, 

co-ordinator of computer 

scheduling, detailed for the 
Board how class scheduling 
has been computerized. 

Kromer said that all 

students in the ninth through 
twelfth grades selected 

courses for their six-period 
day from a list of 
approximately 120 possible 
class offerings. The students, 
Kromer added, had to “keep 
their selections within the 
framework of graduation 
requirements." 

Ail these selections were 
then tallied by the 
Westinghouse Co. The School 
District then received a 
breakdown of each course, 
stating how many signed up. 


how many were boys, how 
many were girls, and what 
grade level the students were 
on. 

Dr. Kromer said that from 
this t a I 1 e y, “the 
administration determined 
what courses to offer and 
eliminated those courses in 
which not sufficient interest 
was generated.” 

As a result of the computer 
tally, the following new 
electives will be added this 
fall: Spanish, General 

Industrial Studies, General 
Metals, Power Mechanics, 
Choir and Broadcasting. 
Study halls will aiso be 
re-introduced. 

The following electives 
have been dropped due to a 
lack of sufficient interest: 
Advanced Bookkeeping, 
Advanced French, Beginning 
Russian, Modem World 
Literature, World Culture, 
British Empire and European 
History. Kromer noted that 
none of the courses being 


dropped are 
graduation. 


required for 


Kromer said that computer 
scheduling enables a school 
district to come up with a 
schedule that not only works, 
but one that is good for the 
students. 

In the past, it would take 
an administrator four to six 
weeks to come up with a 
schedule of classes that would 
work and perhaps fit the 


needs of all the high school 
students. 

The computer can do a 
complete schedule within 
minutes. If the schedule is 
not satisfactory*, the 
computer can be told to re- 
arrange parts of the schedule, 
again in a matter of minutes. 

In the end, computer 
scheduling will enable the 
school district to make the 
most efficient use of the 


district’s teachers. Dr. 
Kromer pointed out that 
more efficient use of teachers 
will result in savings for the 
District in the long run. 

The Board of Education 
authorized Kromer to 
proceed with the curriculum 
scheduling subject to budget 
limits. Superintendent Bryon 
Antcliff indicated that the 
administration would have 
more to say on this subject at 
the June 15th Board meeting.

ROMULUS — Residential 
building in Romulus during 
May amounted to $477,244, 
Joseph B. Gallagher, manager 
of the building department 
announced. 

Total building called for in 
the 100 building permits 
issued during the month 
amounted to $1,886,972. 
This compares with 
$1,062,112 and 96 building 
permits issued in April. 

The total amount of fees 
collected on all permits issued 
by the building department 
was $11,397 as against 
$8,042 in April.

office by Floyd Rice Leasing 
Company, $5,000. 


Superintendent Bryon 
Antcliff said that the District 
will be receiving a $5,000 
grant from Eastern Michigan 
University and a $10,000 
grant from the State of 
Michigan to fund the 
community school program. 

Antcliff added that the 
Huron School District will be 
running a cooperative 
program with the Flat Rock 
School District.

Esch Asks Commission 
To Deny PC Request 


Congressman Marvin L. 
ESCH (R-Mich.) has told the 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission that Penn 
Central’s request to eliminate 
long-distance in Michigan 
should be denied. 

Said Esch, “What we need 
in Michigan is a modem rail 
passenger service to meet 
contemporary needs. We 
simply must not regress to 
the point of eliminating all 
passenger service at this 
crucial juncture in the 
rebuilding stage.” 

A statement by Esch was 
read for him by a 
representative at an ICC 
public hearing held in Ann 
Arbor on Thursday. June 4. 


The hearing was one of a 
series held in the east and 
midwest by ICC on the Penn 
Centra] question. 

Esch, who earlier called 
upon ICC to hold all the 
hearings necessary to permit 
the public to fully express its 
view, noted that the rail 
companies are not without 
problems. “Available seats on 
most trains are far from 
filled, creating a money 
pinch. And at times the 
railroads operate under 
somewhat troublesome 
regulations.” 

Nevertheless Esch opposed 
elimination of Penn Central 
long-distance service for 
several reasons. 


“It is untimely,” Esch said, 
“to permit a wholesale 
elimination of passenger 
service at this time when we 
are on the threshold of 
enacting legislation to relieve 
the financial pinch passenger 
operations may cause the 
general public in Michigan. 
Poor service is one important 
reason the number of 
passengers have declined in 
such dramatic numbers. 


“My testimony here today 
should not in any way imply 
that I am for the 
continuation of the type of 
service we have been 
receiving. Far from it. That 
would not serve the needs of 
the public, nor for that 


railroads. The Senate passed a 
bill to establish a program to 
aid rail passenger service by 
an overwhelming majority.” 

“Both railroad labor and 
the industry are said to favor 
the measure. There is 
expected to be opposition to 
the form this proposal will 
take in the House but key 
members are confident that a 
bill will be passed by the 
House this year. With a 
financial program of aid 
poised in the offing, I should

Faust spoke of his 
proposals for school taxation^ 
in the future. He would ask 
that school taxes be collected 
on a statewide basis. 


alleviating the inequities 
under the present system. 

As it is now, a city like 
Dearborn does not collect 
heavy property taxes, because 
of the large industrial tax 
base in the city provided by 
the Ford Motor Company, 
while a city like Inkster, is 
perennially in the red because 
of the low industrial tax base 
and despite a 17-mill 
property tax on residents, 
one of the highest in the 
state. 

“I find this situation 
inequitable,” said Faust, 
“Because probably 50% of 
the residents of my district 
work for Ford Motor Co. 
while only Dearborn profits 
from the taxes. 

Taxes should be 
distributed equitably 
throughout the state.” 

Faust also proposes that 
personal property taxes for 
schools be abolished and an 
income tax be substituted. 
“This way,” said Faust, 
“Citizens would pay their 
share only during their 
earning years. 


“Our senior citizens would 
not face tax disaster during 
retirement, and our young 
people would not be 
prohibited from, purchasing 
homes during their early 
income years.” 

Faust’s main goal is equity 
of funds for all school 
systems, and equity of taxes 
for all citizens. 

Another of Faust’s 
concerns is the parochiaid 
question. He feels that 
parochial schools should 


submit to state controls {f 
they are to receive state 
funds. “I don’t think the 
parochial schools realize how 
extensive state controls 
would be if they received 
state aid,” he said. 

One requirement, stated 
Faust, would be that 
parochial schools would have 
to align themselves with 
certain school districts in 
return for state funds. In this 
plan, parochial schools would 
have to elect a board of 
education in each district, 
which would be under the 
control of the state. 

One great compromise, 
that parochial schools would* 
possibly have to make is not 
teaching religion during 
regular class hours. 

An inequity Faust sees in 
the present forms of 
parochaid proposed in the 
legislature is in the rules for 
obtaining aid. 

Faust said he knows of 
certain private schools not in 
need of funds, which could 
qualify for money under the 
present form of the bill. He

would rather see the aid go to 
schools which are in need of 
funds. To do this, the 
legislature would have ‘o set 
rules for the qualifical»6ns of 
a school in need. 

Faust also spoke about 
abortion reform. 

Although he could not 
justify abortion in his own 
mind, Faust finds himself in 
the position of being in favor 
of legalized abortion, but in a

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More Laws To Protect 
Home Buyers Needed 


We favor legislation by area cities and 
townships to extend as much protection as 
possible to the buyers of new homes in 
Western Wayne County. 

These first local steps should be aimed at 
bringing to a halt the apparent practice of 
giving new residents as little information as 
possible about the nature of the area around 
a subdivision, the schools in the area, tax 
rates and the possible problems a new 
homeowner may face in the first months 
after purchase. 

While we find no reason to make a 
blanket indictment of all home sales firms, 
enough complaints have been made by 
buyers to justify legal moves that will make 
all home sales conform to reasonable rules. 

As future residents of Western Wayne 
County communities, new home buyers have 
a right to expect that local government will 
go to bat for them when they are most 
vulnerable — at the time when they know 
little about the area in which they will live. 


There are thousands of rules contained in 
local building codes which are aimed at 
making new homes conform to standards 
that will maintain and improve area 
communities. It seems entirely proper to 
extend such safeguards to the buyers of new 
homes at the time they are considering 
purchasing a home. 

We think wise businessmen in the field of 
home sales will welcome these rules, as a 
means of eliminating the poor practices that 
sometimes demean the entire home sales 
field. 


Local rules, of course, may prove to be no 
substitute for statewide legislation. If state 
action becomes necessary, then this avenue, 
too, should be explored. But to begin with, 
local laws should do the job. 

We urge every western Wayne County 
community to study the wisdom of laws to 
protect new home buyers. 


The Stalling Must End 


We hope the stalling of the Westland city 
paving program ends soon.

A court fight, described by the 
homeowners who brought the suit, as a 
battle to straighten out the small inequities 
involved in a large program, should not be 
dragged on too long. 

There is a larger and more important 
inequity to be concerned about — the 
depriving of the citizens of Westland of safe 
and passable public roads. The ‘greater 
good,’ if we must use a tired term, dictates 


that the paving program be properly 
presented, but not completely stopped. 

If there are small changes that can be 
made to improve the program, we would 
support them. But if the halting of the 
program is dragged out by petty and 
political motives, we will be strong in our 
criticism. 

The growth of a city like Westland cannot 
be painless. And residents must be heard in 
court, if necessary. But progress must not be 
stopped without good reason — progress has 
already lagged too far behind.

Milliken Reminisces 
' About A Youth Revolt

LANSING — They’re more dignified now 
and slightly less militant but they dissented 
and made over the Michigan State Senate. 

Gov. Milliken remembers well for he 
helped lead the charge with words and votes, 
not bricks and firebombs. 

Now the Senate embraces its new 
members and takes them into its councils, 
consulting with the young as Milliken and 
others are now urging both sides to do. 

Milliken sat behind his desk reminiscing 
this week during a timeout from the duties 
of running a state of 8 million people, now 
dismayed by its troubled campuses. 

It was in 1961 that Milliken came to 
Lansing from Traverse City to sit in the 
Senate. The freshman crop that year was the 
new vintage of Republican thought. 

There was Farrell C. Roberts, of Oakland 
County; Stanley C. Thayer, of Ann Arbor, 
John Fitzgerald, of Grand Ledge; Frederic C. 
Hilbert, of Wayland; John Stahlin, of 
Belding; Harry Litowich, of Benton Harbor, 
and Thomas F. Schweigert, of Petoskey. 

Entrenched in the Senate leadership at the 
time were Carlton H. Morris, of Kalamazoo; 
Frank D. Beadle, of St. Clair, John P. 
Smeekens, of Coldwater; and Lynn O. 
Francis, of Midland. 


The new members were held at arm’s 
length, told of decisions in which they had 
not shared, and generally told how to vote 
by the older hands. 

So they dissented. 


They held luncheon meetings in the Jack 
Tar Hotel, planning strategy to try out later 
on the Senate floor. There were many 
disappointments. 

Finally after a bitter floor fight, 
Fitzgerald was elected chairman of the 
prestigious Senate Business Committee. That 
broke the dam and the next year everyone 
had an office of leadership. 


One by one they were tapped for greater 
things — by the electorate and by Gov. 
Romney, and later by Milliken, himself as 
governor. 

When Milliken was appointed governor, 
the whole crew waited with him by the 
telephone waiting for the word from 
Washington that Romney had been 
confirmed as secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

It was a young, energetic and imaginative 
group — like the students Milliken is dealing 
with now to forestall c.impus disruptions. 

Fitzgerald has trod the capitol corridors 
as a lad when his father, Frank D. Fitzgerald, 
was governor. All had prior political and 
governmental experience. 

Now they are gone - except for Milliken 
and Schweigert, retiring as acting lieutenant 
governor. 

Fitzgerald is now a State Appeals 
judge; Thayer is chairman of the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission; Roberts is a 
circuit Fitzgerald is now a State Appeals 
Court judge; Thayer is chairman of the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission; 
Roberts is a circuit judge in Oakland 
County; Stahlin is a $1 a year man helping 
Milliken with political affairs; Hilbert is 
semi-retired and a member of the state tax 
appeal board. Litowich is retired. 

Milliken’s star is still rising but he 
maintains his philosophy from the time the 
moderates took over the Senate. He knew he 
would anger Republicans by parting 
company with Nixon on Cambodia, stating 
that the expansion of the Asian war had 
alienated the young. 

“I knew I would do that, but it had to be 
said,” Milliken said. 

That’s how some of the top figures in 
Michigan dissented and brought about 
change, without violence or lasting 
bitterness. 

That they did it is evidence that peaceful 
and nonviolent dissent can move mountains. 

And that is why the deeds of the young 
moderates will be remembered in Lansing. 



The Death 


Nobody ever wants an industry or an 
apartment complex next to his single-family 
home. 

Any planning commissioner or zoning board 
member in any number of western Wayne County 
communities can testify to that fact. Nobody 
wants it in his backyard. 

However, facts dictate that someone’s backyard 
is going to border on property zoned for a 
shopping center, or a warehouse or an apartment 
building. The laws of physics tell us that various 
kinds of zoning will sometimes touch. 

Unfortunately for many western Wayne County 
subdivision residents, the housing developments 
came as much as 15 years ahead of the commercial 
and industrial development of the area. 

A home bordering on a vast open field in 1960 
gave residents of S. Christine St. in Westland a 
feeling of being in the open country. Today, the 
open field is a K mart store, built in 1968. 


The land between the shopping center and the 
homes on Christine St. was once to be rezoned for

apartments. Because of the objections of residents, 
the city council turned down the rezoning. Now a 
quick service-store shopping center stands on part 
of the property. 

On the comer of Cherry Hill and Middlebelt 
Rds. in Inkster, a sandlot ball field once kept 
neighborhood youngsters entertained. But 
someone owned that land, and a few years ago 
stores were built on the property. 

In Surrey Heights, a housing development at the 
border of Westland and Canton Township, 
residents now buying homes facing out on the 
rolling fields of Canton to the west may hope that 
they will eventually have houses as neighbors and 
not some other kind of development. 

The point is: no one can count on the 
preservation of neighborhood quiet when he buys 
a home next to an open piece of land. 

Land is scarce in western Wayne, believe it or 
not. Developers pay top dollar for land that wasn’t 
even good for farming. Various kinds of 
development — homes, industry, businesses — will 
sprout wherever a bare piece of earth can be 
found. 


Land fronting on major commercial streets, 
especially, is being snapped up fast. A resident 
who lives next to such a parcel of land can hope 
that the construction on the land will result in 
something nice, like a church, instead of a 
hamburger stand or gas station. 

There are three things that can be done: 

1) Residents can accept the fact that open 
lands, economically must be developed eventually, 
no matter how many homes border the vacant 
lots. A landowner cannot be stopped from using 
his land. 

2) Home builders can be made to warn residents 
that there is no way to be sure that what will 
eventually be built on vacant land adjacent to a 
home. Buyers need this protection. 

3) Local government can use wisdom and 
strength of position in making the impact of 
development less severe. 

As western Wayne County becomes increasingly 
urban in character there is likely to be more, not 
less, moaning about development. But, like death 
and taxes, it will come. You can be sure of that.

The police chief’s job is even worse. It would seem that 
most of his job would be family trouble, too. He has to 
intervene in conflicts between citizens and policemen, public 
officials and policemen and policemen and policemen, besides 
administering his department. 

He must also help determine how to spend the funds 
available for the police department. 

In general the outcry has been for more policemen. What is 
also needed are better-trained policemen, bettor-paid 
policemen and better-supervised and administered policemen. 
Each one of these components costs money and must come 
from the city’s rather limited resources. 

I wonder if Chief Young’s friends and supporters knew 
what they were doing to him when they supported him for the 
job. At any rate, along with my hearty congratulations, I must 
offer my sincere condolences to Inkster’s new police chief.

Senator Praises Bill 
To Aid Local College 


State Senator Arthur 
Cartwright (D-Detroit) today 
hailed the passage by the 
Senate of an appropriation of 
over $2.7 million in state aid 
for the_ new Wayne 
Community College. 

The appropriation was 
included in Senate Bill 1179, 
the state Higher Education 
Appropriations Bill for the 
1970-71 fiscal year. 

“This appropriation 
represents a major victory’ for 
all of the people of the 
Detroit metropolitan area,” 
Cartwright asserted. “Now 
that the college is in full 
operation, I have little doubt 
that those who have opposed 


it will come to appreciate its 
value just as the people of 
many other areas in this state 
which have their own 
institutions of higher 
learning.” 

Millage votes to establish 
the college twice failed, but 
the college began operations 
last year on the basis of 
grants from a number of 
organizations and limited 
assistance from the state. 

‘The Detroit area was far 
and away the largest in the 
state without a local college 
for vocational, occupational 
and technical training,” 
Cartwright noted, “before the 


establishment of Wayne 
Community College. 

“I am certain that this 
college, when it has expanded 
to meet the tremedous need 
which exists in Wayne 
County for training and 
education of this type, will be 
recognized as one of 
Michigan’s most valuable 
resources. 

“Students, concerned 
parents, community-minded 
citizens and legislators are to 
be praised, not only for their 
faith in this project, but for 
the plain hard work which has 
maae this appropriation 
possible.”

When you have lined up 
the few tools pictured at the 
right, follow the step-by-step 
pictures on pages that follow 
to get a successful repair job. 
You’ll be able to handle that 
leaky faucet, clogged drain, 
or malfunctioning toilet tank. 

Changing or adding to the 
home’s basic plumbing 
system certainly is not 
impossible for the handyman. 
The system is really very 
simple, though it looks 
complex. It involves two 
systems, a fresh-water supply 
system with hot and cold 
water and a waste -disposal 
system. 

Of course, any basic 
changes you make will have 
to conform with your local 
plumbing code. In some 
communities, such work must 
be done by a master plumber. 

So until you have had 
considerable experience in 
this Held, you II be wise to 
confine your plumbing 
efforts to the very simple 
repair jobs. 


If you have a gas 
distribution system in your 
home, you’ll find it is very 
similar to your plumbing 
system. But don’t attempt to 
repair it yourself. If the odor 
of the escaping gas reveals a 
leak, call a serviceman at 
once. Handyman repair 
efforts lead to disaster all too 
often. 

Following this section on 
plumbing repairs is a 
discussion of adequate 
electrical wiring for your 
home. There are also pointers 
for making simple repairs on 
wiring and appliances. Wiring 
like plumbing, must conform 
to strict codes.

DRAIN CLEANER — If the plunger doesn’t remove the 
clog, siphon any remaining water from the bowl and try a 
commercial drain cleaner. Use cleaner sparingly, especially 
if you have copper pipes, and follow directions. Don’t allow 
cleaner to touch any porcelain or enameled surface. Let 
mixture work several hours or overnight 



CLEANING TRAPS — If neither plunger nor drain 
cleaner does the job, look for a cleanout plug at bottom of 
U-trap. Unscrew it if one is there. If not, take off entire 
trap, using adhesive tape to prevent marring of chrome by 
wrench. Place bucket beneath to catch water. Either probe 
trap with piece of wire or remove pipe to wash trap 
thoroughly. New rubber gaskets should be used to regain 
watertight seal. 


DRAIN AUGER — If you have a drain auger with an 
adjustable crank-type handle, you can work through the 
sink opening in removing a clog. The coiled steel spring, 
known to plumbers as a “snake,” is easy to work past the 
trap and down the drainpipe as you crank the handle, 
gradually moving it up the spring. A 20-foot auger is 
relatively inexpensive and will either drill through or catch 
most pipe dogs.

LANSING -The Michigan 
State Senate didn’t exactly 
overwhelm .62 sixth grade 
students from Titus School 
in Westland who toured the 
Capitol last week. 

“It was nice," a small 
blonde student said after 
viewing the senate in session. 

“It was different from 
what I expected,” said a sixth 
grade boy. 

“How was it different?” 


“I don’t know . . . just 
different.” 

“Did you expect more 
action?” 

“Yeah.” 

The senate chairman 
apologized to students in the 
gallery for the senate’s lack of 
action before adjourning the 
session 25 minutes after it 
had begun. 

“The senators are working 
hard in committees today. 


They have to hear a lot of 
people who are for and 
against certain bills and they 
can’t take much time out to 
be on the floor today.” 

Big deal. 

“Let’s go,” pleaded a 
non-political youth. 

The senate spent most of 
its time announcing 
upcoming committee 
meetings.

different form than proposed 
to the legislature originally. 

“Rather than changing the 
criminal codes to permit 
abortion,” said Faust, “I 
would rather change the 
medical practices act to 
permit abortion under a 
doctor's license. Should we 
change the criminal codes, it 
would be possible for an 
unskilled person to perform 
an abortion legally.” 

Through some research on 
his own. Faust found that 
abortion, touted as a boon to 
the poor who cannot afford 
children, would not be so 
cheap to provide for the poor 
people’s needs. 


As it stands now, a 
doctor’s malpractice 
insurance premiums run 
about $2500. One doctor 
estimated that one person a 
month would come to him 
for abortions if they were 
legalized. 

Checking with an 
insurance firm, Faust found 
that malpractice insurance 
would jump another $2500 if 
abortion were legalized. This 
would be a cost of $200 
passed on the patient even 


in a case of father’s or 
husband’s rights. What if the 
woman would desire an 
abortion without the consent 
of her husband? The wrong 
decision on this case would 
lead to a costly suit to 
doctors, according to the 
Senator. 

Finally, Faust stated that 
he wanted to look into the 
question of campus disorders. 
Should schools be punished if 
a campus disorder happens by 
reducing state funds? 


before the doctor charges for \ 
services. Faust finds this 
hardly conducive to helping 
the poor alleviate the burden 
of unwanted children. 

Faust also cites weaknesses 


Faust feels that students 
have a right to dissent, but 
that faculty members should 
not be permitted to dissent 
and receive pay while taking 
part in the demonstrations.

Faust cited an example at

Are Phi Beta Kappa 

Eighty-four seniors and 22 juniors at Wayne State 
University were initiated into Phi Beta Kappa on Monday, 
June 8. The public initiation ceremony in Wayne’s 
Community Arts Auditorium was followed by a dinner in 
the University Center Ballroom. 

The nationally known Phi Beta Kappa key is awarded 
annually to liberal arts students who maintain an excellent 
academic record. 

Dr. Jules N. Masserman, professor of psychiatry and 
neurology at Northwestern University, was elected an 
honorary member of the society and delivered the addre^ 
at the dinner. 

The new Phi Beta Kappa initiates included James E. 
Enele. 28588 Hazelwood, Inkster, a senior in Mathematics, 
Reginal J. Nizol. 7862 Tern Drive Westland, a senior in 
German.

“Many of their parents 
will encourage them to go on 
to college and we thought it 
would be a good idea to show 
them what a campus looks 
like,” said Glllis. 

They were greeted at the 
Capitol by Jim Shinners, an 
MSU student and part time 
tour guide and by 
representative Vincent 
Petitpren. 


Shinners told them about 
the unique glass floor in the 
dome of the building (which 
several students promptly 
stomped on to see if it would 
break). 

Petitpren welcomed them 
to the “large old Capitol”, 
informed them he was against 
the Detroit tax on 
suburbanites and told them 
that pollution was 
everybody’s responsibility. 

The children were then 
herded through the building, 
stopping at points of interest 
and keeping to the right to 
avoid trampling other school 
groups and preoccupied 
senators. 


The tour ended with a 
mad dash to the basement 
concession stand which 
aroused even more 
enthusiasm than the glass 
floor.
